War Reporters 


Have Difficult 
Time Keeping 


Up W ith Yanks 
By UAL BOYLE 
With an American Arm wed Col­ 
umn in France, Aug. 15 (Delayed) 
íAP»—Light housekeeping becomes 
a real problem in reporting army 
activities during such gypsy war­ 
fare m our cowboy and Indian 
inarch through France. 
After riding several hundred 
miles behind rampaging tanks you 
can begin to feel the bogie wheel 
going around in your own brain. 
There is nothing more exhilarat­ 
ing than a long advance through 
enemy country with an armored 
column, never knowing for sure 
whether you will be able to sweep 
another 60 miles ot whether the 
next moment you may have to 
stand and slug for your life to' coun­ 
ter a Nazi ambush. 
Wearing and Exciting 
But it is as wearing as it is ex­ 
citing and, added to the ordinary 
occupational hazards of war re­ 
porting. are the multiplied problems 
of transportation, and communica­ 
tions, The task of getting their 
news stories back to American 
newspapers is causing more gray 
hairs among correspondents cov­ 
ering Gen.. Patton's 'Third Army 
than enemy shells. 
One difficulty has been that every 
time our camp moves forward the 
wireless equipment has been brok­ 
en down and carted to a new loca­ 
tion for reassembly. Thus, for many 
hours we have no major news chan­ 
nel outlet and it becomes neces­ 
sary to fly the stories to London 
where they can be cabled back to 
the United States, In recent days, 
too. drastic field censorship has 
been Imposed twice on the extent 
of our advances, forcing much hot 
news to cool off. 
Uve In Trailers 
Correspondents have been living 
out of trailers ever since the Third 
Army began its great blitz. We 
have had six camps in little more 
than two weeks, staying at each 
only two or three days and then 
hopping forward another 50 miles. 
It has been almost a fulltime Job 
for Capt. John B, Bayo erf 'Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, to reconr.oiter ahead to 
pick out new camp sites and he has 
had a few exciting moments. Once 
he was mistaken for a German by 
a nervous officer and had to hit 
the ditch while 15 rounds went 
whizzing past his ear. He later 
was rewarded with an apology. An­ 
other time he had a chateau picked 
out for a news work room and found 
a dozen Germans still living In it. 
'To get frontline news from this 
breakneck army you have to get up 
at 7 or 8 o’clock and attend the 
morning briefing by May Jack Wid- 
mer of Denver. Colorado, to get 
the general picture of the army 
situation.To Bed at 3 A. M. 
Then you get out for a three to 
six hour drive over clogged roads 
to catch up with the advance ar­ 
mor. After getting the story, you 
have to return along roads still 
under occasional sniper fire from 
guerrilla bands of roving Germans, 
You usually arrive too late for 
the evening meal and have to eat 
your ration in a jeep en route 
home.

abundance at the Farmers’ Market 
on Saturday although the hucksters 
declared that the dry weather is 
seriously injuring future yields.

Leo Krjehten Sends 
Card From Germany 


Pvt. Leo J. Krichten, former De- 
lone Catholic high school football 
player, who has; been a prisoner of 
I the Nazis for more than six months, 
is in good health, according to a 
card written by him and received by 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Earl 
K riditen, M eSherry stown. 
The card, written May 28, 1944. 
contained the following message: 
.'"Dear Mother and Dad: I'm a pri­ 
soner of Germany and am being 
treated good. 
I was captured on 
February 18 on A rucio beachhead in 
Italy.
